Mataafa' s Efforts to Meddle in the 
Government Fall- New Order 
of Things Under the 
Berlin Treaty

APIA (Samoa,) May 20.—-[By Steam- 
ship Alumeda.] SAN FRANCISCO, June 


7.—[By the Associated Press.] Consul- 
General Sewall arrived ‘yesterday by 


the U.S.S, Mohican, and was given a 
memorable welcome by many of the 
native chiefs and residents of the 
island, Vice-Consul Blacklock was 
also present. He will remain at the 
Consulate for the present. 

May 8th was observed by order of 
King Malieton as Thanksgiving day. 
Services were held by the London Mis- 
sion, and were largely attended. The 
day was to commemorate the peace 
which has been established through the 
exertions of the three great powers. 

A BRAVE CHIEF REWARDED. 

The presentation to Lenmautafa, 
chief of Apia, of a whalebvat built by 


order of the United States Govern- 


ment as a token of rec, nitlon of bis 
humane conduct auring the hurricane 
of March, 1889. took place on board the 
Mohican May llth. The presentation 
was made by Commander Shepard, 
who said the boat had been built at the 
Mare Island 1 by order of Ad- 
miral Kimberly, who was in command 

at Apia during the hurricane. The 
Admiral had hoped to be able to make. 
the presentation himself, but the trans-. 
portation of the boat had been delayed. 
Commander Shepard read a letter 
from Admiral Brown, command- 
ing the Pacific squadron, saying 
that the boat was orwarded at the 
request of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury em recognition of the invaluabie 
assistance rendered by you in leading 
and -directing the Samouns ju their 
noble efforts to save the lives of sbip- 
wrecked officers aud seamen of the 
United States ships on tue 16th day of 
Murch, 1889, and for your untiring as- 
sistance in saving the property of the 
United States Government ou that oc- 
casion.” 

The Admiral concludes by saying: 
“TI can assure you, and those of your 
people who performed such heroic 
deeds on the occasion referred to, that 
they will never be forgotten by the 
officers and seamen of the navy of the 
United States.“ 

Lenmautafa replied, thanking the 
donors of the boat and expressing 
gratitude to the United States Govern- 
ment. He bas since hoisted at the 
stern ot the bout the Samoan flag 
hauled down by the Germans at the 
time of the deportation of Malietoa. 

Tbe German warship Adler has 
been sold at auction for $530. The 
German government is responsible for 
not removing the wreck which at 
present shuts out the lower harbor 
light so that no vessel cancome in at 
night.

Malietoa’s chiefs ad- 
vised the King to resent the ‘letter. 
The American Consul was sent for, 
und pointed out to Mataafa that he 
must recognize that he had no right to 
address Malietoa in such fashion, The 
jatter in the meantime replied to the 
letter and said that the man would re- 
main where he was and be tried.

ACRES OF FLAME. 


A WASHINGTON TOWN BADLY 
SCORCHED. 


Many Bulldings Consumed, as Well 
as Millions of Feet of Lum- 
ber—The Losses and 
Insurance, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

OLyMPIA (Wash.,) June 7. —{By the 
Associated Press.] Fire broke out in 
the factory of the Seattle Manufactur- 
ing Company at Bucoda, a city of 1000 
people, thirty miles from here, at 4:10 
o’clock thia afternoon. The factory 
was burned tothe ground. The flames 
spread over large piles of lumber in 
the company’s yard, and caught a large 
sawmill about two bundred and fifty 
feet distant. This was soon in flames 
and burned to the ground. Water was 
poured on by about fifty men with 
buckets, but with no avail. Ata late 
hour this afternoon the fire was still 
burning. 

About one-quarter of a mile nortb- 
east of the mill are situnted the Bu- 
coda mills. Between the mills and 
the mines is a dense growth of timber. 
This timber canght fire and the mines 
were threatened. A few houses in the 
south part of Bucoda were in flames, 
and the whole town was threatened 
with destruction. 

The losses are as follows: Factory, 
835 000; mills, $5000; 3 000.000 feet of 
dressed lumber, $48,000. The insur- 
ance on the buildings 8 $47,000. 

The fire originated in a dry kiln 
next to the engine-room in the foundry. 
The building was in flames iu a few 
minutes. The cause of the fire is un- 
known. Two hundred men will be 
thrown out of work. 

Later advices state that the fire is 


under control and no further damage 
to the town is apprehended. 


TO MAKE QWVICKER TIME. 


Northern Pacif c’s Deal with Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul. 

MINNEAPOLIS, June 7. —({By the As- 
sociated Press.] An important traffic 
arrangement has been completed be- 
tween the Northern Pacific and the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul roads. Since 
the alliance between the Northwestern 
and Union Pacific better time has been 
made between Chicago and Portland 
than could be made over the Wisconsin 
Central from Chicago and the North- 
ern Pacilic from St. Paul.

Chancellor von Caprivi did not send a 
note to the powers nor did he com- 
municate with any foreign representa- 
tive except the Austrian Ambassador 
on the subject of Bismarck’s utter- 
ances in interviews with newspaper 
correspondents. The alleged remarks 
of the Prince, to the effect that Ger- 
mauy was not bound by treaty to as- 
sist Austria in the event of war with 
Russia over a struggle for dominance 
in the Balkan Peninsula, caused Count 
Kalnoky to inquire how far the Em- 
peror and Chancellor shared their in- 
terpretation of the responsibilities of 
the alliance.

THE INSIDE FACTS COMING OUT. 


The Old, Old Story—A Land Fight An 


and its Bloody Consequences 
Chinese Cas —-Notes 
—New Cases. 


The Chormicle and Gardner murder 
case dragged its weary length yester- 
day, passing, into the second week of 
the trial. The courtroom wee exceed- 
ingly warm, and all hands suffered 
from the heat. An adjournment was 
taken at noon until Monday morning, 
and the jury was allowed to separate 
until that time. 

The defense is beginning to make its 
line of testimony felt, and the true 
inwardness of the troubles in the 
Castac Cafion are beginning to be 
shown. The first impression that the 
killing of Dolores Cook and George 
Walton was a cold-blooded and brutal 
murder is beginning to be revised by 
those who have been in close attend- 
auce upon the trial, and the opinion is 
frequently heard expressed by specta- 
tors that they had no idea of the true 
facts of the case until the evidence 
began to come in. Little by little the 
connection of W. W. Jenkins with the 
troubles in the valley hus been made 
more apparent, and the defense now 
openly say that before the close they 

" WILL 8HOW A CONSPIRACY 
on the part of the men wuo lost thelr 
lives and Jenkins to kill W. C. Chor- 
micie and W. A. Gardner, the defend- 
apts, and that Dolores Cook, de- 
ceased, was the first one to fire a shot 
in the tragedy. Itis also understood 
that they have other eye-witnesses to 
the shooting who will substantiate this 
claim, and who have never yet been ex- 
amined. 

Tbe courtroom. yesterday, in spite of 
the heat, was well: filled with specta- 
tora, and they remained close auditors 
of the trial until court adjourned. 

JENKINS’S PISTOL TURNS UP. 

Mrs. W. W. Jenkins was cailed by 
the defeuse, unexpectedly to her, and 
testified that she went to the cabin 
after Olme came down and reported 
the shooting. She said she went to 
the place where Walton’s body was 
yng and, with the assistance of 

, a hired man who worked for 
Mr. Jenkins, placed it in the wagon. 
She found a bull-dog revolver in Wal- 
ton’s pocket which she recognized as 
belonging to ber husband. Sue took it 
to the house and gave it to Mr. Jenk- 
ias. The revolver was loaded. she 
suid her husband asked her to go to 
the cabin, saying that if they were 
cowardly enough to shoot a man, they 

will not be cowardiy enough to shoot 4 
woman.“ 

WALTON AND JENKINS. 

P. McAnuany testified as follows: 
„George Walton worked for me at one 
time. I engaged him through an em- 
ployment agency, of which Mr. Pooler 
was the agent. Oneday Walton told 
me he was going to take up land in 
Castac Cafion. I advised him not to 
go, but he said he was able to take care 
of himself. On another occasion he 
told me he had put some lumber on 
the land and it had been removed bf 
other claimants. He said he was go- 
ing to put it back. in the last con- 
versation Walton d W. W. Jenkins 
was helping him get 2 land, and had 
n taken up land for others. 

A. K. Spears testified that he knew 
Walton. He told bim about the land 
in Castac Cafion, and that he was go- 
ing to jump a claim there. 

Michael McGrill, a contractor and 
2 living in the city, testified that 

e was in the Castac Cafiun last Sep- 
tember or October, and was upon sec- 
tion 23. He went at the request of 
W. W. Jenkins. 

The defense attempted to show by 
the witness that Jenkins requested 
him to jump the land and divide the 
spoils with him, but the Court sus- 
tained an objection to the questions. 

He was allowed to say that he rode 
over the land with Jenkins, but when 
Mr. Murphy asked what Jenkins after- 
ward said about having procured Wal- 
ton te jump the land, an objection 
was sustained and the witness was 
excused. 

THE CENTENARIAN. 

William Walters, living near San 
Fernando, testified that he knows 
Juan Burola, the old Mexican; that he 
bas known him for ten years. He 
lived at the house of witness’s fatber- 
in-law, Mr. Martinez. Tne witness 
had been in the habit of seeing the 
old man once or twice a year. This 
was not considered sufficient to allow 
the witness to give evidence as to the 
mental condition of the old man, and 
be was withdrawn. 

CHORMICLE’S FARMING OPERATIONS. 

William B. Rose, sworu: I reside 
on seciion, 25 in the Castac. I have 
koown the land in the valley for some 
time; and particularly section 23. The 
land is inclosed. There is a tence on 
the east side of section 23,a wire fence, 
about four feet high. It runs from tue 
southeast corner north about halfa 
mile up over the top of the hill. There 
is afevce on the north side running 
across the valley, connecting it with 
Miss Martinéz’s land. There is a fence 
on the south between sections 26 and 
23; a barbed wire fence, abous four 
leet high. On the west line are the 
mountains, with abrupt declivities. 
Mr. Chormicle built a part of the fence 
and Mr. Gardner a part. Mr. Chor- 
micie has been cultivating the land on 
section 23 during the past two years. 
I know that he plowed the ground, 
sowed barley, harvested it, and had a 
volunteer crop of barley this year. He 
had a part of the nortbeast quarter 
cleared up and plowed. It was culti- 
vated in the vicinity of the cabin. 
There was between eighty and ninety 
acres of barley last year. Mr. Chor- 
micle built a cabin, and developed 
water on the southeast quarter of the 
section. He dug into the hills and 
piped water to the cabin, doing con- 
siderable work. I have seen the de- 
ceased, George W. Walton. He was 
hauling lumber close to this developed 
water. thirty or forty yards below the 
end of the pipe which Mr. Chormicle 
laid, between the water and Mr. 
Chormicle’s cabin. I was at the gate 
when the quarrel about the cattle came 
up. Mr. Chormicle had driven the 
cattle outof the section just before; 
there werg twenty or thirty head. The 
grain was looking very well at that 
time; it was about six or eight inches 
high ‘and well set. I thought it would 
make a very fair crop. 

JENKINS TAMBIEN. 

Jenkins asked Mr. Chormicle what 
he was driving his cattle off the section 
for, and called him hard names, saying 
he was going to drive his stock on 
there; that he bad a claim to it, and 
would not be kept out by Chormicle. 
Walton said the same things. Jenkins 
to fight Chormicle; the 


to warn them off, to protect his rights. 
Walton said he was going to bave the 
land, it he had to fight for it. The 
manner of both Jenkins and Walton 
was very * Oime was there on & 
horse, and off of it. I dou’t re- 
member al the conversation. Mr. 
Brockwell sat down near me and began 
taking notes. Olme speaks English 
very well. They were very boisterous 
abusive, and med to be deter- 
mined to have the land. Mr. Jenkins 
said he was going to drive the cattle on 
again, and he didso. Mr. Chormicle 
said it was evident they would drive 
the cattle on after be left, and it would 
do no good for them to ‘stay. There- 
fore, we left, and as we were going 
away we saw Jenkins driving the cal- 
tle through the gate again. Jenkins is 
aman who seems to consider every- 
body’s business bis business. He lives 
on section 24, and claims to have some 
mining or mineral claims. At the time 
he was at the gate saying these things 
he was a Justice of the Peace. 
AN OLD INDIAN 

came up at the time, and Mr. Chor- 
micle said that Jenkins had hired him 
to kill him. Jenkins said he said so 
because he knew he ought to be killed. 
J did not heur what the Indian said. 
The Indian understands English. = — 

Being questioned as to experiments 
by him at the cabin, the witness said 
that, sitting on the chicken-coop where 
the old man sat, he could have seen 
Mr. Cook fall, ahd that would have been 
all. He could not have seen any one 
in front of the cabin. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said, in reply to questions by Mr. 
Appel, that Mr. Chormicle had asked 
him the night before to come up to the 
gate the next day. Butthe witness 
explained that Mr. Chormicie had not 
said that he expected trouble. Wat 
he did say was that he was going to 
drive the cattle off his land, and 
wanted witnesses. He said Jenkins 
and Walton might come up there, and 
he wanted to warn them to keep the 
cattle off, and wanted witnesses to 
that fact. 

After some further unimportant cross- 
examination, court adjourned until 
Monday morning. 

A CHINESE CASE. 

The efforts to secure the release of 
the Chinamen convicted before Justice 
Lockwood of gaming were continued 
vesterday. It will be remembered that 
they were sentenced to imprisonment 
at the City Jail. A petition for their 
release uuder writ of habeas corpus 
was denied by Judge Shaw, who, how- 
ever, ordered them committed to the 
County Jail. Justice Lockwood made 
the order in accordance with the di- 
rections of the Court. Yesterday an- 
other application for their release un- 
der writ of habeas corpus was made 
before Judge Wa le, on the ground 
that they have been held in the County. 
Jailon a judgment committing them 
to the City Juil. The application was 
based on a supposition that Justice 
Lockwood had not been alert enough 
in making the supplemental order. 
When he presented his books, how- 
ever, it was shown that he had been, 
and that the entry was made very 
shortly after he had received notice of- 
the order by Judge Shaw. The pe- 
tition for release was thereupon de- 
nied, and the defendants remanded to 
the County Jail. 

NOTES. 

Before Juage Shaw yesterday, sitting 
in Department No. 5 of the Superior 
Court, the case of Whittam vs. Hols- 
worth occupied most of the day. It is 
a case of exceptions to the referee’s re- 
port in a matter in dispute between 
the parties.

Favorably Reports From the 
Oro Grande Country. 


A VERY RICH MINERAL SECTION. 


A Mine 
Los Angelans-—Gold in the 
of a Silver 
Ledge. 


Ed L. Baker, an old-time citizen of 
Los Angeles, bas just returned from 
the carbonate mine near Oro Grande, 
where he has been engaged in. the 
superintendence of developing work 
for seven months past. The mine is 
owned by Los Angeles people, T. E. 
Rowan being president of the com- 
pany, and 8. M. Perry, treasurer. 
There is now an incline down 170 feet, 
with drifts both ways on the ledge, 
and, at another place, a straight shaft 
is down 100 feet. The ore streak dis- 
closes 18 inches to 2 feet of metal, be- 
ing a carbonate carrying 25 per 
cent. of lead, and 80 to 100 
ounces of silver to the 
ton. These ores must be reduced by a 
smelte:, and for this purpose they are 
admirably suited, carrying, beside the 
large percentage of lead, a proportion 
oflime and munganese,which furnishes 
the flux. A sample lot of 30 tons ef 
this ore is to be shipped Tuesday for 
reduction, 10 tons going to Pueblo, 
Culo., and 20 tons to the works of Selby 
in San Francisco. 

The mine is situated among lime- 
rock hills, a formation in which a few 
years ago scientists declared that 
precious metals could not exist. The 
caps are quartzite, and the adjacent 
country rock quartzite and porphyry. 

Recently free gold has been dis- 
covered in the casings and in lime 
boulders, which, in a working test, 
has gone as high as $170 0 $180 a ton. 

There is a regular cluster of mines 
about Oro Grande, including eight 
prospects worked in Silver Mountain 
district, and numerous claims in West, 
East and North Camps. There is a 
ten-stamp mill at Oro Grande, worked 
by water power. Five of the stamps 
are operated on gold ore, and five 


which have been recently been rigged ä 


up with accompanying pans and mull- 
ers, are to work on silver ore, aud will 
be started up in about ten days. 


There is also a ten-stamp mill at

were first staked off and operations 
commenced on them before the Calico 
excitement.

An Interview with Justice Lock- 
wood~A Parley with the Prison 
Door Between—Mrs. Su. 

Ho Sing Would Talk.

The third act in the Chinese comedy 
was “on” in Justice Lockwood’s court 
yesterday morning. The first two ucts 
have been printed in Tue Times. The 


' first was the elopement of Tuong Ah 


Ching, the wife of Ab Him; 
the second act was her at- 
tempted flight from the city and 
arrest on the charge of grand larceny. 
Bhe appeared yesterday morning before 
the bar of justice, charged with lar- 
deny in stealing from Ah Sing a dia- 
mond ring and other jewels. 
She was represented by Gen. Mans- 
field and Mr. Mullay. Miss Worley, 
the lady who came from San Francisco 
to take the woman and child back to 
San Francisco, was also in court, as 
Was the little child, which seems to be 
the bone (and flesh) of contention be- 
tween Ah Him and the woman who 
has deserted him. Attorney Ling ap- 
peared on the part of the prosecution 
as assistant, Mr. Ling stated that he 
Was not prepared to try the case, and 
asked a continuance, to which the de- 
tense objected, stating that the case 
might be tried at once, as Miss Worley 
wanted to leave in the aiternoon for 
Sun Francisco, with the child and the 
defendant, if the latter was acquitted. 
Justice Lockwood granted the continu- 
auce until 9:30 o’clock next Monday 
morning. 
THE SECOND SCENE. 

At this juncture the second scene 
was enacted. Mrs. Su Ho Sing, a 
Chinese woman who has confessed 
Christianity, and is a member of the 
M. E. Church, askéd permission to talk 
with the prisoner, for the purpose of 
learning whether she wished to return 
to San Francisco, retuun to her 


-husband, or remain here under the 


charge of others. This was objected 
to by Miss Worley and the attorney 
for the defense, while the attorney for 
the prosecution claimed that her 
friends had a legal right to talk with 
her. Justice kwood, as inter- 
locutor, metaphorically stepped in and 
settled the question by asking the 
prisoner if she washed to talk 
with Mrs. Su Ho Sing, she re- 
plying that she did, aud he let 
the women talk until they get tired. or 
rather until every body else in hearing 
t tired, when the prisoner, her little 
aughter and Miss Worley returned to 
Justice Lockwood 
285 the boud of the prisoner at 
1500 to appear for examination Mon- 
duy, but Miss Worley deemed it best 
not to give bail. as the woman and her 
child, also, would be safer in the 
County Jail. 
JUSTICE LOCKWOOD’s STATEMENT. 
In explanation Justice Lockwood 
stated to a Timms reporter: “About 8 
o'clock Friday night a Chinese man 
Calling himself Ah Sing cume to me, 
sud said de wanted swear out a 
Warrant against a ‘Chinaman’ for 
larceny. As he ‘China- 
an,’ 1 took it for granted that it was 
for a Chinese man. He did not say 
that it was fur a Chinese woman, but 
for a ‘Chipaman,’ and that tne 
ame was Ah Jim or Ab Gim. 
ow, Ab Gim is a man’s 
name. You will see it frequently so 
used. 1 never suspected that the war- 
rant was for a Woman, and in the 
33 matter, where it commands to 
e arresting officer, ‘You will brin 
him {or her) before me,“ in that blank 
space I wrote him.“ feeling sutisied 
from what the compiainant stated that 
it was aman. I permitted that other 
Chinese woman to talk with the pris- 
oner, because the prisoner so desired, 
and I set the case for examination next 
Monday, because the attorney for the 
prosecution so desired. It was simply

and must ever remain, her soil— 
the ‘products of her soil. We 
know that the products which can 
be raised here are practically limitless, 
but to a great extent we are growing 
in the dark. It is, in a measure, an 
untried field. Such an experiment 
station is worth thousands of dollars 
to every Southern California horticul- 
turist. Thus the advantage of such 
an enterprise is apparent. Now, 
as to the location, it would 
be difficult to suggest a better 
spot than Pomona. It is thoroughly 
representative, in soil and climate, of 
the great horticultural belt which ex- 
tends from Pasadena to Redlands. It 


is the home, not only of the orange and 


lemon, but also of the apricot, the 
peach, the olive, the fig ana the vine. 
It has proved this, not by pampblets 
and newspaper articles, but by facts— 
by shipments of fruit. 

The Citrus Fair Committee could not 


make a better use of the funds at its 


disposal than by alloting the same to 
the use of the Pomona experiment 
station. It would be money well 
bestowed. Tillers of the soil, from 
Ventura to San Diego, would reap the 
benefit of this investment. As to the 
small balance of 8500, there is no 
reasonable doubt that Pomona’s wide- 
awake citizens would have it forth- 
coming within twenty-four hours. 


THE LATEST WORLD’S FAIR 
PROPOSITION. 


As might have been expected, the 
Chicago World's Fair project is call- 
ing forth a large number of ingenious 
propositions. Yankee ingenuity is 
proverbial, and it would be strange 
indeed if our great exposition did not 
eclipse all that have preceded it in 
novel features. 

Dismissing without comment such 
suggestions as the exhibition of the re- 
mains of. defunct Pharoahs, which 
schemes savor too much of the dime 
museum, there is ove recent proposi- 
tion which certainly deserves encour- 
agement. At the Paris exposition 
was a great revolving globe, represent- 
ing the earth with all its physical 
features, cities, etc., marked thereon 
onascale of one inch to the mile. 


Chicago man has evolved a much 
grander idea in this direction. He pro- 
poses, as one of the features of the 
World's Fair, an earth map“ of the 


United States. If carried out, this 


will take about 750 acres of land and 
much careful work and exact learning. 
This earth map would not simply show 
the boundaries of the various States 


size, but would give the topography ot 
the various States, showing their 
rivers, mountains, and lakes. Every 
square mile of the United States would 
be represented by one square yard in 
the map, and the elevations and de- 


pressions of the ground, the moun- 
tains, lakes, declivities, and cafions 
represented in the same proportion 
their actual size. Beside these, in 
‘ie grounds representing each State 
would be given specimen productions 
of the soiland climate of each State. 
This is certainly a grand idea. Just 
think of it! On this wonderful map 
Los Angeles county (including Orange) 
would cover almost exactly one acre— 
space enough for quite an extended 
ramble—and Los Angeles city would 
occupy a space eighteen feet square— 
as large as a good-sized room. Such a 
map, if properly constructed, would 
undoubtedly be the most attractive 
feature of the fair, and it ought to be 
financially practicable, as almost every 
visitor to the exposition would want to 
visit it—most of them more than once. 
as it would be impossible to take in 
the wonders of this square mile and a 
quarter in one, or even two, days. A 
week might easily be spent in studying 
the various features of this miniature 
United States aud yet much left un- 
seen. It would be a splendid educator 
for old and young, for Americans and 
foreigners. The undertaking is a 
gigantic one, but everything is possible 
to American pluck and ingenuity. If 
in any way feasible, it shouid be put 
through. The Chicago Inter Ocean 
regards the proposition with much 
favor.

THEIR OPERATIONS IN EASTERN 
CITIES. 


Fully Organized and Bound by 
Oaths--Officers of the Big 
Ocean Liners implicated 
‘With the Band.

NEW York, Juue 7.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] If the story printed 
here today is true, there is an organ- 
ized band of smuggiers making weekly 
trips between New York and European 
ports, who are oathbound never to reveal 
the names of the agen from whom 
they receive their goods. in a year 
the value of these goods amounts to 
millions of dollars.. Two of, the latest 
seizures of smuggled goods were dur- 
ing the past week. Ins ectors Hussey 
and Briton sevured, goods aboard the 
Iuman liner City of Chester and at- 
tempted to arrest Chief Officer Allen 
on a charge of smugglipg, and two 
days later Inspectors Brown and Don- 
ahue laid violeut bands in the name 
of the law on James Thomas, who 
was meandering down the gung-plank 
of the Aller with thousands of dollars’ 
worth of watches, diamonds, gold 
chains and lace in his pockets. He 
was only too glad to leave all and go 
himself. 

Tue story about Chief Officer Allen 
is that the officers found a considerable 
amouut ot dutiable goods concealed in 
a set of drawers benenth the berth in 
his room. It was then too late to obtain 
a warrant for his arrest. Ou the follow- 
ing worning they boarded the ship 
with a warrant for Allen’s arrest, but 
he was among the missing. The goods 
were seized and held at the custom- 
house, but regarding the sudden dis- 
appearance of Allen there is a great 
deal of theory. 

The paper affirms further that two 
of the higher officers of the big liner 
which came up last night will doubt- 
less be arrested for smuggling.

ISILVER BILL PASSED. 


The House Caucus Measure 
Goes Through. 


The Bullion Redemption Feature 
Retained in the Act. 


Free Colnago Advocates Adopt It As 
Better Than Nothing. 


The Senate Passes a Bill for the 
Compulsory Education of in- 
dian Children—Other Con- 
gressional Matters.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s motion to reconsider the vote 
passing the Senate bill to authorize 
the construction of a bridge acruss 
the Columbia River by the Oregon 
Railway Extension Company was 
amended by striking out the section 
which repeals all the former acts 
authorizing bridges wherever con- 
struction has not been commenced. 
As so amended the bill was passed.

Buffalo. Wyo., for cemetery purposes. 

Tue couference report on tue biil ap- 
proving the funding act of Arizona 
was presented and agreed to. 

Private pension bilis on the calendar 
were taken up, and 120 passed. 

Adjourned. 
House.—Beiore beginningahe debate 
on the Silver Bill, at the request ot Mr. 
Payson of LIllinvis, Mr. Conger of 
Iowa, in charge of the bill, modified 
his substitute so as lo provide that 
treasury notes issued in pursuance of 
the bill suuall be legal tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public aud private, 
and striking out the iollowizg words: 
Except where otherwise expressly 
stipulated in the coutract.“ 

Mr. Payson said that be realized that 
the suustitute would in subsiauce pass 
this body, and it would be done in 
obedieuce to public sentiment, which 
he believed to

KILLED AND SCALPED. 


CHEYENNE INDIANS ENGAGED 
IN BLOODY WORK. 


Slaughtered Near the 
Scene Where the Massacre 
of Gen. Custer and His 


Band Took Place. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

ASHLAND (Mont.,) June 7.—I[By the 
Associated Press.] Information has 
been received that an order from the 
War Department has been forwarded 


to Col. Arnold, in command at Fort 
Custer, directing bim to send two com- 


panies of the First Cavalry to the 
scene of the massacre by the Chey- 
ennes this week. It bas been ascer- 
tained that four men have been massa- 
cred on the Little Big Horn within 
gunshot of the scene of the famous 
Custer massacre of July, 1876. A half- 
breed from the agency reported having 
seen the scalps, which were carefully 
concealed wnen the messenger sent out 
by Agent U. P. Shaw arrived and 
made his search. 

The half-breed’s story is that the 
Cheyennes have been greatly excited 
by the work of a certain medicine- 
man who arrived from the north and 
entered the reservation unkuown to 
the agent. 

One night this week a band of 
braves went on the warpath in the 
direction of Buny, but the rauchers 
near there escaped and the Indians 
returned: after looting the premises. 
They then proceeded almost within 
sight of Fort Custer and surprised a 
family ou the Little Big Horn. The 
settlers resisted, and during the fight 
the only woman present escaped with 
her husband, while two men were 
killed and scalped. The band. pro- 
ceeded toward Ohlwan and somewhere 
in the Tongue River Valley killed two 
more settiers, but their names are not 
known. The half-breed believes the 
trouble with Sword Bearer thres years 
ago is made a pretense by the Indians 
for the uprising. - 


Prominent Clergyman Dead. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.— Rev. Dr. 
Dwinell died this morning at his home 
in Oakland from heart trouble. De- 
ceased was one of the best known 
clergymen on the coast. He was born 
in Vermont in 1820 and came here in 
1863. For twenty years he was pastor 
of the First Congregational Church of 
Sacramento. In 1884 he went abroad, 
und on his return became professor in 
the Pacific Theological Seminary, 
which position be filled at the time of 
his death. He was a trustee of the 
seminary, as well as of Mills College 
and Hopkins Academy.

man from out West leaned over your 
shoulder aud watched you drawing 
ictures of members of the House of 
presentatives..

New York, May 31. — [Special 
Correspondence.] Amateur tennis 
players all over the land are gird- 
ing up their loins and getting out 
their blazers and flannels in anticipa- 
tion of avery lively and interesting 
season. Indeed, it promises to be the 
liveliest that has been known since the 
game was introduced here from Eng- 
lund, some half a dozen years ugo. 
There are already twenty odd matches. 
arranged as fixtures for 1890, but the 
interest ceuters in the four great cham- 
pionship tournaments of the United 
States National Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation, 

Good form is everything in tennis, 
and grace is its accompaniment. These 
characteristics will be seeu to perfec- 
tion in the coming tournaments, ior 
every season shows a remarkabie ad- 
Vance in the qualitbof the playing as 
4 well as in the multiplication of tennis 
clubs. Yet so varying is the standard 
by which the excellence of one’s play 
at tennis is reckoned, that it would 
‘ probably be diflicult to find a dozen 
; amateurs in the whole country who 
would agree as to the likeliest winner 
of the championst:p for singles or 
doubles during the coming season. ~ 

if there is one game above another 
in which the American girl delights, 
and which she can indulge without 
laying herself open to the imputation 
of being aromp, it is tennis. In rec- 
ognition of her fondness for the game, 
the place of honor in the National As- 
sociation matches has been conceded 
to the ladies, who will compete for 
the single and double champion- 
ships fur women at the grounds 
of the Philadelphia Cricket Club 
from June 9th to 14th. This tourna- 
ment will be followed on June 30 h to 
July 5th by the double championships 
for men at the Staten Island Club 
grounds, the double championships of 
the West for men at Chicago from 
July 14th to 19.b, and the single cham- 
pionship for men at the Newport 
Casino August 27th to September 6th. 
On the latter dates the play-off be- 
tween the winners of the two double 
championships tor men will also take 
place. In every instance the matches 
will begin on a Monday, but the 
fixtures may be changed to suit the 
convenience of the clubs. 

The tennis rage has taken hold of 
Americans more emphatically than any 

other outduor game for both sexes that 

| has preceded it. Indeed, we make a 

good deal more of it here than they do 

in England. Besides, winter tennis is 
5 coming into vogue, the enthusiasts be- 
ing uuwilling to run the risk of being 
beaten through lack of practice. The 
Winter gumes—they can hardly be 
called matches—are held in available 
racquet courts, and where there are no 
such courts the game of hand-ball suf- 
Bri. fices to keep the player in trim. Fur the 
ladies, the old-fashioned battledore 
—really the progen- 
of tennis—is the finest possible 
Lea exercise for keeping their bands in 
until the real work of the turfed court 
begins. So it happens that, unlike 
many other sports that belong to the 
summer alone, tennis does not stag- 
nate in winter. A week hence its de- 
votees will come up to the low nets, 
racquet in hand, and in as good form 
and playing as strong a game as 
though the last tourney had closed 
only a few days before. 

Henry W. Slocum, Jr., is the present 
holder of champiouship honors, having 
won them in 1888, after the title bad 
been held for seven consecutive years 
by Richard D. Sears, who two years 
ago was compelled to abandon the 
sport in consequence of an accident 
which incupacited him for a time. 
Seurs’s playing has never been equaled 
in this country. It is strong, brilliant 
and remarkably even. Like all the 
great players, be is cool, and rejecis 
the temptation to stand up by the net 
and smash at the ball, even when it 
seems a safe thing to do. His strong 
point is mentally calculating how to 
place the ball to best advantage. 

His stroke is said to be not unlike 
that of Pettit, the famous professional 
tennis player, Who has a free move- 
ment that most players envy. itis 
worth remembering, too, that the name 
of Sears rauks among the pioneers of 
the gume in the United States. When 
a tennis set was brought from England 
by a gentleman of ston und first 
used at Nahant sixteen years ayo—the 
racquets light and toy-like affairs and 
the balls like the rubber ones children 
play with— F. R. Sears and Dr. Dwight 
were the first to attempt the game, and 
both liked it so much thät they soon 
became experts. Dwight’s skill is sec- 
ond only to that of the ex-champion, 
= whose elder brother was instrumental 

in bringing the game iato prominence. 

Slocum, the champion, is a compara- 
tively new man at the game, having 
begun as a tennis player in 1885. In 
that year, however, with Mr. Kuapp as 
partner, he showed himself capable of 
defeating several good players and 
gaining a place in the final round 
where Sears and J. S. Clark defeated 
them in turn. Socum again met de- 

feat in 1886 and 1887, in the latter year 

by a very close and exciting contest in 
which H. A. Taylor and Siocum played 
five full sets with Dwight and Sears 
before the championship was finally 
decided. 

Many of the crack players who con- 
tested in last year’s tournaments for 
the championships are entered again 
this year. With the exception of the 
Newport tournament all the entries 

are pretty full. The doubiechampion- 
ships for men, East and West, promise 
to fill and to be very successful, while 
the singles at Newport are sure to 
bring out the biggest crowds of tennis 
lovers and the finest playing ot the 
“ear. Newport makes tennis a busi- 
ss during tournament week. Nobody 
‘wes anything else. and all the talk 
among the fashionables while the play- 
ing lasts is of good form, reverse and 
overhand service, torehand aud back- 
hand volleys and other equally tech- 
nical terms, which, however, are quite 
intelligibie, since everybody may be 
presumed to know the rules of the 
game. 

The Newport tournament is really. 
the climax of the tennis year, and ail 
players strive to get in the best pos- 
sible condition for it. It is not un- 
likely that there may be a little human 
vanity in this, as the tennis court is 
sure to be surrounded in fine weather.

IT RAINED MONKEYS. 


Experiences in the Hills of 
Hindoostan. 


AN ENGLISH TRAVELER’S FIX. 


| He Strolied Alone Into a Wood and 
Soon Found Himself Environed 
by a Simian Multitude—Res- 
cued from a Peril. 


Duty had taken me to Dharmsala, a 
hill station considerably west of Simla, 
says a writer in Chambers’s Journal. 
On the return journey I turned off the 
main road at Kangra. . The object of 
this excursion was to see a neighboring 
shrine, much venerated by the Hin- 
doos, and called Jwalamookhee. The 
native pilgrims, whocome in thousands, 
lodge in the open air under t 8 
and cook their own food; the ric 
bring tents for their accom ations. 
But there was no place for Europeans 
to lodge in except the usual district 
officers’ bungalow.“ In it the 
officers whom duty takes. to such 
out-of-the-European-world’s places 
lodge and transact business during the 
few days of their periodical visits. To 
this bungalow, therefore we went. On 
telling the caretaker who we were he 
opened the house, and while I went in 
and indulged in a very needful and re- 
freshing wash he attended to my 


we sent him into the town for the 
double purpose of procuring us some 
food and of inquiring from the priests 
at what hour we might pay the temple 
a visit. 

The main road passes through a 
dense wood not one hundred yards 
from this house, which was more than 
halt a mile away from the nearest part 
of town. From the road a narrow 
avenue had been cut among the trees 
to a small clearance around the house; 
otherwise it was quite buried in the 
wood. 

When the caretaker left me I found 
the house stuffy and damp. It bad 
ag | not been opened or aired for 
days. The stillness around was op- 
pressive. Not a sound was heard 
except the munching of our horse in 
the neighboring stable or the rare cry 
of a bird in thetrees. There was noth- 
ing in the house toread, and nothing to 
do. Moreover, I had had a long ride and 
felt ratuer stiff in the legs. So rising 
from the chair, I strolled out of the 
house, After walking listlessly around 
it aud Ae - the smull cleared space 
in front, I followed the avenue to the 
main road, and then, returning, passed 
into the wood immersed in my own 
thoughts. It was literally a “twilight 
wood, tor though it was nearly noon 
on a bright August day, the trees stood 
80 close and their leaves grew so thick 
that scarce a patch of sunshine lighted 
up a few favored spots. The yiant 
branches of the grand old trees more 


formed a leafy canopy overhead, with 
just here and there a reut to admit a 
ray of light and to give a glimpse of 
the bright blue sky above. 

Sauntering under these trees, I sud- 
denly became conscious of noises in 
the branches above me. 


stirred and the leaves moved, I could 
see nothing. I was not, however, long 
left in doubtorspeculation. A monkey, 
a large male, dropped from a branch to 
the ground at a distance of about 
thirty feet in front of me. As he 
reached the ground he syuatted on his 
heels, resting both his hands on his 
knees and gazing fixedly and solemnly 
atme. His gravity upset mine. Then 
near him another monkey dropped 
down; athird and a fourth followed. 
It began to rain monkeys. In tens, in 
scores, in hundreds; old, middle-aged, 
and young; large and small; males and 
females—many of the latter carrying 
babies, some on their backs, others in 
their arms—kept drupping from the 
trees around me. I was standing 
under a mighty giant of the forest, aud 
against its trunk, some five feet in 
diameter, I set my back, as the 
monkeys in their hundreds squatted 
down in an irregular semi-circle 
around. They did not go behind the 
tree, for its trunk was much wider than 
my back, and they chose to sit only 
where they could see me. Around 
they left a clear space, but at the dis- 
tance of about thirty feet they sat, 
huddied close together, in several 
rows, six hundred aud more in number. 
It may be said in passing that mon- 
keys ure sacred animals in India. They 
are fed and protected and allowed to 
roum at large with impunity. Vast 
numbers intest Deihi, Agra, aud other 
large towns. At Benares they are a 
perfect plageu. In so favorable a sit- 
uation as Jwlamookhee, they naturally 
multiply beyond reckoning, and peo- 
| ple the woods in sufficient hordes to 
| account for the hundreds that now sur- 
rounded me. At some distance beyond, 
several young moukey-urchins, which 
preferred play to curiosity, kept sus- 
2 themselves from the branches 
in long, living chains, holding on to 
each others’ hands or tails, and swing- 
ing themselves pendtlum-wise to and 
fro. They were not the small, puny 
creatures generaliy,seen in European 
menageries, but the real, genuine In- 
dian Hanouman, of which race the 
large and strong males stand, when 
erect, fully four feet in height. There 
were many such, among others the 
smuller size, in thecrowd around me, 
It had not taken three minutes to 
form that solid semicircle of monkeys. 
They had come down as thick asa 
shower of hailstones, but so softly and 
gently had they descended to the grass 
and leaf-covered ground that scarcely 
any noise had been made. For a short 
time thev sat and silent, 
staring hard at me, anda baby monkey, 
having made a noise, was instanily 
smacked by its mother in a most 
human fashion. They looked at me, 


and then they began to chatter—first lif 


horse. These preliminaries being over 


one, then a Tew tber. then many at 
ones, Su im a chorus. ey 
talked, chattered, Jabbered, discussed, 
argued, shouted and yelled, gesticulat- 
ing meanwhile, making faces and 
grinning. Suddenly there was a dead 
silence for ort interval, during 
which they “gravely stared at me 
harder than ever. Every now and 


again one or another or several at once 
would grin, snarl aud growl at me, 
showing their large canine teeth. 
Again the chattering discourses would 
be renewed. 
The laughter with which I had 
greeted the first.of,my visitors died a 
very sudden death, for my curiosity to 
watch their behavior did not prevent 
my realizing the fact that I was not in 
a very safe position. Even one or two 
monkeys would be difficult enough to 
deal with, if they chose to attack a 
man, for, though small, they are ex- 
tremely muscular and agile, and it 
would be harder to prevent them from 
biting and tearing than it would amaa 


dog. Here was, unarmed, 
nothing but a light riding whip 
in my hand, surrounded by 


hundreds of monkeys, to which my 


hie face and European dress were 


evidently objects of as much aversion 
as curiosity. 

I fully realized my danger, but con- 
tinued calm aud collected, and rea- 
soned the ition out with myself. 
The . chance of safety was to re- 
main quietly against this friendly tree, 
silently observing the monkeys, care- 
ful to give no offense or provocation, 
watchiul to give them no advantage 
over me till the return of the caretaker 
or some other chance came to my aid. 
Had I attempted to strike them or to 
frighten them, or to break through 
them, or to flee from them, I have not 
the slightest doubt that I should not 
now be writing this account. Their 
enormous numbers would bave em- 
boldened them to any act. I should 
have been quite helpless iu their grasp 
—would, indeed, have been pounced 
upon by scores of them, overpowered, 
bitten, and torn to pieces. So, making 
a virtue of necessity, I kept up a bold 
front. watgiied, waited, and prayed. 

In one of the interyais of silence the 
great monkey that had first arrived, 
and that seemed to be one of the lead- 
ers, suddenly hopped nearer to me two 
fert or so, Tis action was imme- 
diately imitated by all the monkeys 
form ng the trent row of the semi- 
circle, while those behind closed up as 
before, and the. semi-circle contracied 
around me by twe feet in the radius. 
More chattering and gest culating fol- 
lowed, more growling aud griuning, 
with intervals of silence, They had a 
great deul to sey, and ibey all said it, 
and it was all about me, too, for they 
frequently poiuted at me with their 
hands and suarled and gnuashed tieir 
teeth at me.

The Status of Granted and 
Indemnity Lands, 


8. p. R. R. CO. AND THE SETTLERS. 


Main and Branch Lines — Hold- 
ers of Lands Under Contract— 
Acts of Congress and de- 
‘partment Decisions. 


In regard to the granted and in- 
demnity lands of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company’s main and branch 
lines, requests have been made on be- 
half of large owners of these lands, 
and also by holders of lands under 
contract with *the railroad company, 
for the publication in Tae Times of | 
authoritative explanations .of the 
meaning of the official decisions in the 
following cases: 

Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
vs. Charles Meyers; decided finally by 
the Secretary of the Interior August 
10. 1889, in favor of Meyers, and final 
receipt issued to him. 

Southern Pacific Ruilroad Compan 
vs. Julius Meyer, Sr.; decided final! 
by the Secretary of the Interior April 
12, 1890, in favor of Meyer, and order 
to issue tinal receipt to him. 

Asa Lane vs. Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company; decided finally by the 
Secretary of the Interior April 16, 
1890. in favor of Lane, and order to 
issue final receipt to him. 

These cases are the only ones that 
have been finally decided by the Secre- 
tary in this district on lands similarly 
situated. 

The following facts have been care- 
fully gathered from official and other 
sources: 

The main point in these cases was 
whether a settier upon indemuity | 
lands, prior to the selection by the rail- | 
road company, was entitled to make 
his entry when the land was restored | 
to settlement and entry, August 15, 
1887, at which date the company bad 
not made selection. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CONTROVERSY 
in regard to the indemnity lands is as 
follows: 

On March 3, 1887, Congress passed 
an act (No. 162) entitled An act to 
provide for the adjustment of land 
grants made by Congress to aid in the 
construction of railroads,’ etc., 

In pursuance of this act the honor- 
able Secretary of the Interior, on May 
20. 1887, submitted the matter to the 
President for his consideration, with a 
list of forty-two railroad grants that 
still remained unadjusted, among 
which were tnose of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company’s main line 
grant of July 24, 1866, and the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company’s branch 
line of March 3, 187]. As a result of 
this consideration by the Pres dent 
and Cabinet, the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, on May 23, 1887 (see Decisions 
Department Interior, volume 6, page 
80), en.ered an order on said several 
land-grant railroad companies to show 
cause, on or before the 27th day of 
June, 1887, why the indemnity with- 
drawals should not be revoked. 

In response to this rule, the railroad 
company, both main and branch lines, 
through their attorney, Henry Beard, 
filed two elaborate arguments in favor 
of the railroad company’s rights, 
After a full consideration of the case 
by the honorable secretary and the 
Attorney-General, it was decided to 
restore the indemnity lands to settle- 
ment and entry, which was done as to 
the main line, from Mojave to the 
Colorado, by order of August 13, 1887. 
(See Decisions, Depariment Interior, 
volume 6, page 85.) And as to the 
branch line from Tehachepi to Yuma, 
on August 15, 1887, see Appendix A, 
volume 6, Land Decisions, page 133. 

On September 6, 1887 (6 L. D., 131), 
the secretary and commissioner issued 
a (carefully prepared?) circular, pre- 
scr.bing the mode ot procedure, by 
which filings and entries could be 
made on these lands. On October 7, 
1887, after due notice by publication 
according to law (see volume 3, Opin- 
ions Attorney-General, 653), these 
lands were thrown open to settlement 
and entry. 

The writer having a number of 
cases against the railroad company 
where parties had made settlement 
on indemnity lauds previous to the 
order of restoration, of August 13, 
1887, determined to make test cases of 
the three cases named in this article. 

Ou a careful reading of the circular 
of September 6, 1587, he was satisfied 
that the circular coutemplated that 
betore a filing or entry could be al- 
lowed, the party would have to make 
a prima facie showing, by affidavit, of 
a superior right to that of the com- 
pany, and that the company should 
have due notice, und the right to a 
hearing, with appeals from the local 
office to the Commissioner and to the 
Secretary, beiore the settler could be 
allowed to fiie or enter. This process 
might take two, three or four years be- 
‘ore the applicaut knew whether he 
had a right to file or enter. Then 
there was no reason why be might not 
have to go through this process again 
when he came to make final proof, on 
contest with the railroad company. 

On November 4, 1887, the writer, in 
order to bring these cases to a test, ap- 

hed tothe Register and Receiver for 

eave to give notice of the intention of 
Julius Meyer to make final proof on 
his declaratory statement, which bad 
been entered and receipt issued thereon; 
whereas according to circular of Sep- 
tember 6, 1887, it should have only 
been noted, and not passel to receipt 
until finally allowed by the Secretary. 

The Register properly retused to act 
in the matter, fur the reason that the 
right of Meyers to make the filing was 
pending before the commissioner on 
the protest of the railroad company 
against his right to file, but the Reg- 
imer kindly couseuted to present the 
matter before the commissioner and 
usk for instructions. 

The writér, on the same day, wrote 
to the department, showing the in- 
justice to the settler of compelling him 
to go through the process of a contest 
and controversy before allowing him to 
file or enter, and asking tbat the 
entries be allowed, where a proper 
case was presented, and that the con- 
test take place but once, viz.: on the 
making of final proof. Inu response to 
this, on November 19, 1887, the Com- 
missioner issued new instructions to 
this office, modifying circular of Sep- 
tember, 6, 1887, and allowing settlers 
to make tinal proof on indemnity lands 
which had not been finally approved to 
the railroad company by the secretary, 
after special notice to the railroad 
company. Under this order the writer 
carried these three cases to final proof, 
and they passed through the depart- 
ment. in à proper: manner, baving a 
finding on the tacts by the Register 
and Receiver, which bas been approved 
by the honorable commissioner and 
secretary. 

It is not contemplated in the circular 
of September 6. 1887, or by the amend- 
ed one of November 19, 1887, that auy

n conclusion, it may. be said, that 
there ate, as in all other questions, 
two sides to the railroad cottroversy. 
The Government does wot contemplate 
that these lands sh thrown open 
to a general scrambfe, ifrespective of 
the rights of the railroad companies 
and that of bona fine purchasers un- 
der them, who are amply secured by 
the act of March 3, 1887 (see circular 
of instruction, November 22, 1887.) 
The adjustment act of March 3, 1887, 
means a law ul adjustment. No rights | 
can be acquired by forcing a way on 
the lands or pushing claims that have 
no foundation in law, as the adjustment 
is exclusively a matter for the consider- 
ation of the Government, and can not 
be interfered with nor put in contest 
by private parties. (See Charles W. 
Buttz, executor of Peronto, vs. North- 


United States, 55.) 
OTHER POINTS CLEARED UP. 

(1.) Indemnity lands occupied by 
bona fide settlers at date of selection 
by the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany can be entered as Government 
land, (N.P.R.R. Co. vs, Guilford Mil- 
ler, No. 15 C. L. O., No. 112.) 

2.) Indemnity lands occupied by 
bona fide settlers at date of selection 
by the railroad company, and after the 
withdrawal of such lands for the bene- 
fit of the company had been revoked 
by departmental order, are not subject 
to selection by the company, but may 
be entered as Government land. (De- 
Interior, 
Julius Meyer, Sr., vs. S. P. R. R. Co., 
April 12, 1890, and Asa Laue vs. 
S. P. R. R., April 16, 1899, Los Angeles 
Land District.) 

In all such cases a hearing must be 
had to determine the status of the 
land, after due notice to all parties in 
interest. 

The status of lands within limits of 
conflicting grants to Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company and Southern 
Pac:fic Railroad Company has not 
been fully determined by the depart- 
ment. 

Lands patented to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, wherever sit- 
uated, have passed beyond the juris- 
diction of the Department of the In- 
terior, and are not subject to disposal 
us public lands. Such patents, if 
wrongtully issued, can only be set 
aside by a suit in the United States 
Courts brought by the Government. 

Parties who bave bought lands from 
the railroad company may, under 
the fifth section of the act of 
March 3, 1887, purchase said lands 
from the Government by paying the 
Goverument price theretor, provided 
that it be cunclusively shown that 
such land was excepted from the 
grant to the company, and provided 
such land was not at date of purchase 
in the bona fide occupancy ol adverse 
claimants under the preémption or 
homestead laws. 

These points will be of value to set- 
tlers and intending settlers, and a due 
observance, by all concerned, of law 
and the decisions thereunder may 
serve to avert contention, strife aud 
bioodshed.

Los ANGELES, June 6—{To the 


Editor of Tun Tuns. ] Tue question 


of les supply is becoming one of great 


importance to the people of our city. 
Times are hard, money is scarce, and 
at such & time the ‘Union Ice Com- 
pany” comes to the front, and corrals 


all the output from the different ma- 


chines in the-city, and at once puts the 
price up from 560 cents per 100 pounds 
to $1.50 per 100 pounds, 
EXCEPT TO BAR-ROOMS, 

which are privileged to buy for $1 per 
100 pounds, presumably on account of 
the good work they are engaged in. 
Two citizens live in the same block. 
One is a doctor, Jawyer or minister; 
he pays $1.50 per 100 pounds. The 
other follows that laudable business, 
mixing mean whisky into cocktails; 
he gets s ice at 81 per 100 pounds. 

o Cofonado Hotel Company manu- 
facture ice, and ure ehipping about 
thirty tons per week to oue o the truck 
companies. They supply some of our 
butchers and hotels at $8 per ton, or 
thereabouts—may pe $8.50 —and furnish 
one or two wagons with enough ice to 
supply a limited number of citizens, at 
75 cents to $1 per 100 pounds, and seem 
content with the profit they make; but 
the Union Company,“ not satisfed 
with the big end of the trade, must har- 
rass this enterprise by following around, 
aud when they find one of their cus- 
tomers inclinedto buy from the Coro- 
nado wagon, they are at once informed 
that ice to them, after the small fry is 
exterminated, will be three or four 
doliars per hundred pounds, thus 
threatening and bulldozing people into 
paying their enormous rutes; and to 
others vert declare their intention of 
not furnishing atall, if they buy from 
the Coronado Company, after they run 
the latter company out of the market. 
Itisaterrible state of affairs when 
our home machines will sell their out- 
put to, or contract to abide by the or- 
ders of, the Union Company,” there- 
by joining a trust as wicked and out- 
rageous as if they had cornered bread- 
stuffs and made our poor and hungry 
people puy fifteen or twenty cents per 
roll for bread. 

Is there no remedy for such 
extortion, no relief from such a 
beginning? If they can combine on 
ice, they can on every necessity of life. 
Ice has become one of the necessities 
of life, and many of our poor are de- 

endent on it for their sick and suffer- 
ng, but this company goes to their 
doors and says, 81.50 per 100 pounds, 
or do without!” 

Can’t the Council do something to 
relieve the people? If they can’t regu- 
late the price, they can certainly regu- 
late the license in such a way as to get 
some of the ill-gotten Money back to 
the people, by putting it in the city 
treasury, and help pay our heavy ex- 
penses. ow would $1000 per month. 
do for thb privilege of selling ice at 
the presont price, and if they should 
put it any higher put the price to do 
business in our city in just the same 
proportion as they value their ice? 

ALL THE ICE FACTORIES 
in our city are in the combination, and 
that being the case, why should they 
receive consideration? 

I would, for one, be willing to join a 
counter-combination with all 
citizens, and refuse to take ice from 
this company or coinbination, and

Woman Suffrage. 


[Some time since a statement was 


published in Tax This relative to an 


interview by C. K. Overman with a 
reporter, in which he stated with em- 
phasis that woman suffrage in Kansas 


is a failure. A correspondent now 
writes that be has sent to Kansas and 


has received information to the con- 


trary, and asks the publication of the 
following: 


MUNICIPAL SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN. 


The facts in the case as to the pas- 


sage of the act of 1887, granting mu- 
nicipal suffrage to women in Kansas 
cities, are these: Petitions were 
largely circulated during the months 
preceding the meeting of the Legisla- 
Lure, mainly through the agency of the 
ansas Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, and the Kansas Equal 
Suffrage Association, Mrs. Fanny II. 
Rastall being president of the former, 
and Mrs. Laura M. Johns of the latter. 
These were signed by many thousand 
88 men and women, aud Mrs. 

ohns was present for some weeks, 
during the session of the Legislature, 
calling the attention of the members 
to the petitions. Mrs. Gougar was 
present for two or three days, not 
longer, and delivered one uddress in 
one of the legislative houses on the 
subject. But it was the force of the 
petitions of the mer and women of 
Kansas which impressed the members 
of the Legislature with the wish of the 
people on the subject. When the 
measure came up for discussion it was 
ably supported in both Houses by lead- 
ing members. 

t passed the House of Representa- 
tives ou February 10, 1887—eighty-nine 
members voting for. and twenty-two 
against, fourteen abseut or not voting. 
It passed the Senate on January 28, 
1887, by a vote of twenty-five for to 
thirteen against, two Senators absent 
or not voting. Gov. Martin signed 
the bill reluctantly, because he had 
never been a friend to woman’s suf- 
frage. But so large was the majority 
in favor of the measure in both 
branches, and so strong was the pub- 
lic sentiment in its support, that be 
gave his signature toit. There is not 
one word of truth in the statement 
that he was petitioned by any members 
of either .branch of the Legislature to 
withhold his signature. Not one word 
of truth in the statement that he 
Signed it because of being angry at 
the presentation to him of petitions ot 
any character. He signed it because 
of of the Leg- 
isiature and the popular ex 
in its favor. 

As to the allegation that the opera- 
tion of the law has been detrimental 
to good order, for the reason that 
women of the baser character vote to 
sustain wrong administrations the 
very Opposite isthe truth. Women of 
the best character vote, and in large 
numbers, when there are important 
issues ut stake. In case of questions 
of importance, either, affecting the 
morals of the community or its mate- 
rial public interests, such women, rev- 
resenting the best morality and intelli- 
gence of the community, carefully can 
vass the character of the candidates, 
and put a vote upon ring-rule aud upon 
administrations which would corrupt 
the public morals. 

As an exumple of how women vote, 
take the tour city elections in Topeka 
since the municipal suffrage law went 
into effect. In 1887, the first year of 
the operation of the law, the total 
municipal yote was 5629, of which 4580 
votes were cast by men, and 1049 by 
women. In 1888 the total vote was

And that is not near at naud, 
but is to be considerably more than a 
thousand years after the occurrence of 
eveuts still in the future.

over the giobe—certuinly not the mere

Look out upon the glory and the 
beauty of this summer world! It is 
radiant with bloom and freshness; it 
is filled with effulgent sunlight; sweet 
with perfumed flowers; gay with wild 
blossoms; the gigantic, leaf-crowned 
trees lift their emerald tops to the 
skies, and in all and through all is the 
spirit of growth, of development, and 
of ripening charms. In and through 
all is, too, the evidence of perfect sys- 
tem; of unvarying law; of superintend- 
ing care; of wise design. Some hand 
has fashiohed the rose and puinted 
it with beauty and filled it with frag- 
rance. Some omnipotent force has 
lifted the eternal hills and carved their 
rugged precipices. Some infinite 
artist has spread the blue canvas dt 
skies and painted their cloudy cur- 
tains, aud poured out the gold of sun- 
set, and touched with crimson the ban- 
ners of the morning. Some one has 
spread the canopy of the stars and 
marked their circling courses, and 
lighted the gleaming constellations, 
and placed the mighty suns in their 
orbits, and sent them marching on 
their way through the eternal space. 
Who can loose the hands of Orion, 
and bend the sweet influences of the 
*lelades? 

Through all the spaces of the uni- 
verse, through all the illimitable path 
through which light comes, order 
reigns, and matter is obedient to un- 
seen spiritual force. No ray of light 
coming down to us through pathways 
that it takes thousands of years to 
traverse, ever wanders or is lost. No 
planet among the multitude of worlds 
ever jostles another; no blade of grass 
growing amid uncounted millions of 
spears ever loses its pattern or its 
form. No untold grain of sand upon 
the ocean’s shore but has its history 
in which changeless law is written and 
infinite design can be traced. 

There is, then, in Nature an intelli- 
gent, creative, orgauizing force, a

Wo judge of causes by their results. 
Intelligent results must have an intel- 
ligent cause. That which is the result 
of some force put forth cannot be 
greater than the cause which produced 
it.
